Thou gh he will never see, he tak es 
his affliction philosophically, even 
jok ingly, and spends his time bright­ 
ening the lives of other blind peo­ 
ple. His “Glad to see you ,” greeting 
is 
well-k nown 
among 
those 
who 
have met him. 
His is no joy-k iller 
disposition. 
Mr. Jones is one of several in­ 
stru ctors of the Central 
Missou ri 
Association 
for 
the 
Blind 
which, 
with its headqu arter; in Jefferson 
City, teaches reading, writing and 
vocational work for the blind people 
in eleven cou nties in the central 
part of the state. It is a branch of 
the 
Missou ri Commission

Blind.

attracted no little attention 
from

Downtown St. Louis escaped virtually unscathed, but 
some of the city’s finest homes along Lindell boulevard

The area of greatest destruction lay roughly south­ 
west to northeast boundd by Forest Park boulevard, Sarah 
street, Pendleton avenue and Hebert street. 
The black, swirling funnel seemed to have appeared 
without warning in the vicinity of Forest Park, to have 
pursued a zig-zag course for six miles to leap the Missis­ 
sippi river and dissipate its fury with a last twist at the 
Illinois tri-cities, Venice, Granite City and Madison, in 
which six persons were killed and twenty injured. 
Every St. Louis policeman and fireman was called out 
on special duty but their numbers were inadequate to pa­ 
trol the stricken area and a regiment of state militiamen 
was orderd on duty.
